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In Kung Fu Panda, Jack Black plays Po, a clumsy panda 
who works in his father’s noodle shop and dreams 

of becoming a kung fu fighter. His wishes become 
reality when he is chosen to join the Furious Five, the 
greatest kung fu warriors the world has ever known. 


Jack talked to us about his favorite Chinese 
food and his personal fighting style. 


NICKELODEON MAGAZINE: How did 
you prepare for your role as Po? 
JACK BLACK: I went to China and I 

ate only bamboo for a week. [laughs] 

It did not help me with my performance 
at all. In fact, I had to take a month of 
recuperation to get back in shape enough 
to do the movie. 


Did you try to mimic a real panda for the role, 

or is it all Jack? 

It’s all Jack. I’m kinda looking like a panda right 
now, though.

Did you record Po’s voice in the same room with 
the other actors? 

It was mostly separate, but I did have some quality 
recording time with Dustin Hoffman [who plays Shifu, 
Po’s kung fu teacher]. We shared the studio one time 
to get a special teacher-student relationship going. 
He’s always been a hero of mine.

ung fu is a Chinese martial art in which 
1K ee of the fighting styles are based on 
the movements of animals. Kung Fu Panda's 
animators were inspired by these fighting 
styles when they created the great warriors 
called the Furious Five. For research, the 
animators watched classic kung fu movies 
once a week and participated in kung fu work- 


shops. Here’s how the creators used what 
they learned: 


What is your own personal fighting style? 

I like to get on my opponent’s back and ride him or 
her piggyback style. One other thing I’d like to say 
about my fighting style: Be careful. I may put you in 
the scissors squeeze. That’s basically where I wrap my 
legs around you, and then squeeze like an anaconda. 

I don’t know if it’s even possible to escape. 


TEACHING TORTOISE: 
Oogway is a 1,000-year-old } 
tortoise and kung fu master. 


Do the members of the Furious Five have more 
advanced fighting styles than youdo? ~ 
Unfortunately, yes. Right now, at my current level 
of kung fu mastership, I would not stand a chance. 
But if they wanted to step into my realm, if it was 
like comedy rock acting versus kung fu, that would 
be an interesting battle. 


Are you really that much of a fighter? 
I haven’t been in a fight since I was in third grade, and p 
even then they started it. I’m a cuddler, not a fighter.
